UNHAPPY ALBION. 
SHE DOESN'T KNOW WHAT TO DO ABOUT THE 
BERLIN CONGRESS. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 
Loxpos, March 8—6 a. m.—A meeting of 


the European Congress at Berlin about the 
25th of March may be looked upon as set- 
tled, Russia, Austria, Italy, and Germany 
having “ Gdnsented. England and France 
have not yet been heard from, 
but they can hardly refuse to 
send Plenipotentiaries. Yet there certainly 
is a docided reluctance on England’s part, 
and rumors, which I have already tele- 
graphed you, to the effect that England may 
refuse to participate in the Congress, are so 
circumstantial and direct that there is rea- 
son to give them some consideration. At 
any rate, it is quite probable that 
ENGLAND WILL WAIT 
until the terms of the preliminary treaty are 
officially oummunicated before deciding. It 
should be understood that the document sign- 
ed at San Stefano is not a treaty, but oly 
the preliminary articles to be incorporated | 
into a definitive treaty and ratified at St. 
Petersburg and Constantinople. The terms 
which have been telegraphed are not official, 
although probably they are nearly correct, 
and, until the full text is known, England 
is disposed to remain silent as to her in- 
tentions. 
PRINCE BISMARCK 
will preside if his health will permit, but 
otherwise probably Prince Gortschakoff. It 
should be remembered that, although the 
assembling of the Congress secms certain, 
there was equal certainty felt three weeks 
ago that it would assemble at Baden 
Baden, as the same Powers had 
accepted. that place as have now 
agreed upon Berlin; yet, less than a 
week later events occurred which seemed to 
destroy all hopes that any Congress would 
be held at all. The situation is not so critic- 
al as it then was, and therefore there is less 
reason to fear a sudden alteration of the 
present programme; but it is not impossible 
that even yet some untoward event may oc- 
eur to cause the delay or abandonment of 
the Congress. 
SILVER

TEMPTING AUSTRIA. 

Lonpon, March 8—5 a. m.—A correspondent 
at Vienna asserts that Prince Bismarck and 
Prince Gortschakoff will propose at the Con- 
gress Austrian occupation of Bosnia, and Rus- 
sia will propose that the Austrians shall partici- 
pate in the second year’s occupation of Bulgaria. 

A Berlin dispatch says it is pretty certain that 
the Austrians will occupy Albania as well as 
Bosnia, and perhaps also a part of Macedonia. 

A CIRCULAR TO THE POWERS. 

A Vienna correspondent telegraphs that a 
circular was sent hence Wednesday, proposing 
that a Congress be held at Berlin instead of a 
Conference at Baden-Baden. As all the Powers 
were doubtless sounded peforehand, no further 
delay is apprehended. 

IN BAD HEALTH. 

BERLIN, March 7.—The Vortùh German Gazette, 
Prince Bismarck’s special organ, intimates that 
the health of the Chancellor ts hardly good 
enough to permit his presiding at the Congress. 

ACCEPTED.

The above map shows the new boundaries of Bulgaria as defined in the preliminary treaty recently signed by Russia and Turkey. The western 
lows the Servian frontier, thence past Mitrovitza and Wranja to the headwaters ofthe River Karasu, following its course to its mouth at Contessa or Rendina Gulf, | 
on the Archipelago. Thence the line sweeps along the coast to Yenidge, half way between Kawala and Dedagh, whence it strikes abruptly northeast to Tchirmen, a 
short distance northwest of Adrianople, past which latter city it sweeps due east to Hekim Tabiassi, a small seaport on the Black Sea, and about 70 miles 
Constantinople in a direct line. The east line stretches along the Black Sea to Mangalia, and from this point runs northwest to Rassova, on the Danube, thus cutting 
off the Dobrudscha. The latter is given to Russia, and it is proposed to exchange it with Roumania for the Bessarabian strip. The Danube from Rassova to Wid-

THE TURKISH NAVY. 

ConasTANTINOPLE, March 7.—Capt. Man- 
thorpe, formerly of the English navy, and re- 
cently Hobart Pasha’s Adjutant, has been pro- 
moted and sent to Cretan waters as second in 
command of the fleet there. 


INCIDENTAL. 
CONSTRUCTING INTRENCHMENTS. 

Loxpon, March 8—5 a. m.—A special from 
Gallipoli reports that the Russiang are actively 
constructing intrenchments from Kadilsi to 
Snarkoi, on the Sea of Marmora. They have

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RUINOUS COMPETITION. 
Although the trunk-line managers of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Western Railroad Man- 
agers are in session at New York just now try- 
ing to bring the present railroad war on East- 
bound freight rates to a close, yet the compe- 
tition between the various roads leading from 
this city East continues with undiminished 
vigor, and the rates are still going downward.

Its enormous importance is seen the moment one 
examines the traffic statements oj the lines doing 
that business. Im round numbers the total ship- 
rom Chicago to the East, during the six 
weeks from Jan. 12 to Peb. 16 last, amounted to 
300,000 tons. Now, r that the five differ - 
ent routes interested had all carried the same pro- 
portions at 35 cents as they did carry at 20, their 
net earnings would have increased as follows:

It should be borne in mind that these figures 
inclade the proportions of the respective routes— 
that is, the above roads and their connections— 
between Chicago and New York. This vast difler- 
ence in net earnings would have been derived from 
the traffic of six weeks only. Should the compu- 
tation be made on the traflic of the entire Wtive 
season, stated at twenty-four weeks, the total 
difference for the above lines would be $3, 600, - 
„ Again, the Chicago shipments are estimated 
to form not more than one-fourth of the entire 
movement to tae seaboard from Chicago and the 
Mississippi and Ohio Rivers. Should the calcula- 
tion, therefore, take in the whole business, it 
would show the enormous loss of $14, 400, 000 to 
the stockholders of all the railroads, on the opera- 
tions of five months, as the result of carrying 
freight at 20 cents instead of 35 cents a hundred. 
At the beginning of the season, before the 
break in prices, the rate from Chicago to New 
York was 40 cents. 
We take these instructive figures from an official 
statement made by Mr. A. Fink, Commissioner of 
the New York Central, Erie, Pennsylvania, and 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroads, dated New York, Feb. 
23, 1878. for which we are indebted to a thought- 
ful friend. We presame it was not intended for 
the public eye. It has been sent, we presume, 
only to the managers of the railroads interestea, 
in the hope of persuading them to put an end to a 
sort of competition which is, in fact, beneficial to 
none of the ti but is disastrous to 
all of alike. The Commis- 
sioner argu neither road could 
hope to increase its proportion of the total traffic, 
under the sharvest competition, more than 5 per 
cent above the amount it would be allowed under a 
pooling arrangement for a division giving each the 
proportion upon which the above estimate of losses 
in net earnings was based. 
This is ne doubt true enough, as one road no 
sooner cuts under than all the rest follow suit, and 
the competition still remains the same, upon uni- 
form but much iower rates. A loss of 5 per cent 
in volume of traflic, at a paying rate, is but the 
merest trifle when compared with the loss of net 
earnings consequent upon carrying all the freight 
at rates which do not atford a profit. As an illus- 
tration, take the traflic of the Michigan Central 
route for the six weeks mentioned above, viz. : 
103,960 tons; 5 per cent less tonnage at the paying 
rate would have deducted $45,000 from its net 
earnings, but it would still have been $26, 000 
ahead, provided it had carried tue leseer volume of 
freight at 35 cents instead of 20 cents for the 
whole. Of course the same relative difference 
would be discovered were the calculation made 
upon the business of either of the other lines. 


THE CHICAGO & IOWA. 
There is but little prospect that Col. F. E. 
Hinckley will enjoy very long the fruits of the 
victory over the Chicago, burlington & Quincy 
Railroad muddle.

The stock 
in question was issued to the Chicago, Burling- 
& Quincy in consideration of a con- 
to purchase the second-mortgage 
of the Chicago & Iowa, wiich - 
contract had been strictly carried out, 
and the ement was certainly a valid one. 
The stock held by the other stockholders was 
issued to Mr. Hinckiey in the same mauer for 
constructing the Chicago & lowa from Aurora 
to Forreston. Mr. Hinckiey, who was 2 
a railroad- contractor, contracted first to buil 
the Ogle & Carroll County Road from Rochelle 
to Oregon. This road w.s afterwards combined 
with the Chicago & Iowa, which ran from Au- 
rora to Rochelle, and later the road was extend- 
ea to Forreston. The Chicago & lowa is eighty 
miles in length, and has been in operation ior 
the last six years, and during that whole time 
has not paid a dividend to the stockholders, and 
is in arrears for interest on second- mortgage 
bonds to the amount of $100,000. The first- 
mortgage bonds, amounting to $600,000, are 
held by Mr. Moses Taylor, of New York. Mr. 
Harris is confident that Mr. Hinckley took the 
step he did to revenge himself on the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy for refusing to lend money 
with which to pay the accrued interest.

County; to amend the law relating to the basi- 
ness of breeding and rearing furred animals; to 
appropriate money to the Northern Hospital for 
the Insane for current expenses; to secure to

purposes; to provide for laying out, establish- 
ing, and building a State road from the City 
of Centralia to Knowlton; to prevent the adul- 
teration of milk in butter and cheese factories;

Ricnumonp, Va., March 7.—Tee State Senate 
to-uight agreed to a resolution instructing the 
Finance Committee to bring in a bill approprt- 
ating $100,000 to pay interest on the Peeler 
bonds. This amount has been saved by recent 
retrenchment in the expenses of the State Gov- 
ernment. Holders of Peeler bonds have not 
been paid anything for several years.

Things Going Against Him a Little at Kals- 
— mo Witnesses Either Go to Pieces 

or Barred Altogether—U neasipess 
of His 1 7 8

KALAMAZOO, Mich., March 7.—At the opening 
of court this morning, Dr. Spinney, of Detroit, 
was cross-examined by the defense, who vainly 
endeavored to break the force of his testimony 
given yesterday. Tue evidence adduced from 
this gentleman's testimony is the strongest in 
favor of the plaintiff, The deposition of Dr. 
George Newcomer, the husband of plaintiff, was 
next read. It stated that he had been consulted 
as to her insapif} and removal to the Asylum. 
it admitted that he had offered to feigp insauity 
in order to satisfy an investigating committee 
of Kent County, which had been ap- 
pointed to learn the condition of 
affairs at the Asylum. Ic admitted that depon- 
ent was to feign insanity and be received into 
the Asyium, and then discover the nature of 


the role of a patient. It denied that he was to 
do this in order to lay a foundation for damages 
in a future suit, or to aid his wife in the prose- 
cution of the present one. He made an offer 
to Superintendent Hall, of Battle Creek, to send 
him there with sajd purpose. This was de- 
elined. Atthis point the prosecution rested, 
after stipulating that another witness, a cook 
| from the Asylum, should be sworn as soon as 
be could be found. 

Gen. Dwight May stated the case to the jury 
tor the defense. His speech was to the effect 
that Dr. Van Deusen, an honored and reliable 
officer of State. was dragged into court by a 
set of lunaties to recover damages in the sum of 
$40,000. It was chiefly ridicule directed against 
the plaintiff, her witnesses and attorneys. He 
claimed that they would prove Mrs. Newcomer 
as crazy as a loon, and kindly and tenderly 
treated by the defendant. 

rhe first witness called by the defense was 
Condactor Clements, of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railroad, who testified that 
he saw her jump backwards from a train at 
Jonesville, while in motion, and fall heavily 
upon her back. 

Dr. Stoddard, physician for the above named 
railroad company, was sworn, but his testimony 
in relation to his visits with her was claimed to 
be excluded by statute confidential. The 
claim was allowed by the Court, and the witness 


stood aside. . 

Mr. Bishop, of Albion, Mich., was called, and 
stated that Mrs. Newcomer boarded at his house 
_ previous to her confinement in the Asylum. 

e stated that she looked wild, and didn’t talk 
in a rcasonable manner; that she started to go 
to Toledo while at his house, and came back the 
next night, erying aud badly used up; that she 
complained that Mrs. Bishop was keeping her 
there in order to steal her watch ard wardrobe. 

The testimony of this witness was broken up 
effectually by the cross-examination, which re- 
sulted iv several contradictions and evidence of 
much interest and feeling on the part of the 
witness. 

Mrs. Bishop was then sworp, and partially 
confirmed her husband’s testimony just given, 
She also stated that the plaintiff would fre- 
queutly address her, saying: “ You won’t send 
me away, will you“ and that the plaintiff look- 
ed wild at times, and talked incoherently; that 
she thought Mrs. Newcomer was insane at 
times, and behaved in a very unnatural man- 
ner; that she walked feebly, but was not lame; 
that she did not know whether the plaintiff was 
crazy now or not. 

Judge Hall, of Battle Creek, was the last wit- 
ness of the day, and he swore to the fact that 
Urs. Newcomer and ber husband had attempted 
to induce him to sign papers in order to confine 
Dr. George Newcomer in the Asylum as a luna- 
tic. He understood the offer to be different 
than the deposition of Dr. Newcomer as above 
given. He thought the object was to lay the 
foundation for a suit against the Asylum. 

The court adjourned at this nt, and the 
friends of the defendant are by no means satis- 
fied with the outlook. The insanity of the 
plaintiff is yet to be proved, and the authority 
for her incareeration. 

Ine court-room to-day has been literally 
jammed, and the evidence to be given to-morrow 
18 looked upon as important and decisive in the 
interests of the defense, 

Public opinion to-night is rather in favor of 
the plaintiff, and undoubted proof of insanity 
against her, and complete authority for her con- 
fincment, will alone save the defendant from a 
verdict of damages.

A Chicago Man Takes a Ride 
Through the Suez Canal.

Landing at Cairo, He Looks 
About Him. 


His Impressions of Men, Women, 
and Things Generally. 


He Moots Messrs. Field, Lockwood, and 
Fisher, of Chicago. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

Camo, Egypt, Feb. 7, 1878.— The traveler who 
enters Egypt via the Red Sea and Suez certainly 
receiyes a most anfavorable impression of the 
country. After leaving Aden, in Arabia, on the 
trip up the Read Sea, land is most always in 
sight. On the left, the high mountainous const 
of Africa, while on the rignt is the utter deso- 
lation of the Arabian desert. you near 
Suez the historic associations lend some inter- 
est to the scene. Far inland, on the right, Mt. 
Sinai towers above the sand, while the steamer 
is doubtless rushing on over the spot where the 
legions of Pharoah were engulfed as they bur- 
sued the fleeing Israelites. The same desolate 
coast lines prevail up to the very harbor of 
Suez, and the City of Suez itself, so famous in 
connection with 

THE GREAT CANAL, 
is nothing but a dirty Arab village, in the midst 
of the sand of the desert, with not a green 
thing about it. Ihe Harbor is very fine, and 500 
ships can lie at anchor in the spacious bay. 
A ramble through the town offers but little in- 
terest. Two olf mosques, very dirty, and an 
Arab market, is the sum total. Back of the 
city, on top of a mound of barren sand, stands a 
small palace ( belonging to the Khedive. 
From its summit I obtained a fine view. In 
the foreground was the harbor, the shipping, 
and the mouth of the Suez Canal, which wiods 
like asilver thread off over the sands. To the 
right a range of mountains, with their black 
heights hemming in the Red Seca, while away to 
the left were 
THE ROSY PEAKS OF MT. SINAI. 

Near Suez are the famed wells of Moses, where 
the water still gushes from the rock, which tra- 
dition says be smote with his rod. I drank of 
the water, but it is brackish and very warm. 
Here also the Arab tradition fixes the spot 
where Moses, and Miriam, and the children of 
Israel sang their song of triumph. 

From Suez the Egyptian Railroad leads to 
Cairo, taking one day. For cighty miles the 
road leads along the great canal, and great 
ocean steamers go by, looking in the distance as 
if they were moving through the sands. As 
you near Cairo the effects of irrigation are seen, 
and the desert literally blossoms like the rose. 
The train thunders by 

QUAINT ARAB VILLAGES, 
and through green fields and orange groves. 
On all sides oxen are at work raising water from 
the canals to the fields, the same clumsy ma- 
chinery being used as was in vogue in the time 
of the Patriarclis. Just as we came in 
view of the city the setting sun was shed- 
ding its last rays on the spires, dome, and 
minarets of Cairo, so that the first view of 
Egypt’s Capital was very fine. Ever since I read 
the “Arabian Nights,“ in my boyhood, I had 
longed to see this city of the old Caliph’s, and, 
notwithstanding the Khedive has opened broad 
boulevards, and laid out parks and gardens, and 
made fountains to play in every square, there is 
still a large Oriental eity undisturbed. The 
narrowness of the strects, and their great 
irregularity ,are thoroughiy Eastern. It is 
A CITY FULL OF ROMANCE, 
strange sights, Oriental wonders, and terrible 
smells. Through the narrow streets go long 
trains of camels laden with produce, donkeys 
rush here and there bearing a turbaned Turk or 
a closely-veiled lady, and urged on by howling 
Arab boys, who vigorously apply the cudgel, and 
give forth such whoops and yells as would drive 
a Sioux Indian mad with envy. The bazaars 
are filled with goods of the richest description, 
and the old Arab and Turkish dealers sit and 
smoke amid their goods, with all this crowd and 
confusion about them. as if they were in some 
vast solitude. In the Tunis bazaarare the richly- 
worked slipbers, embroidered in gold and set 
with gems. In the gold bazaar are the 
jewelers and silversmiths, whodisplay wonderful 
specimens of workmanship. Then there are the 
bazaars of costly silks and carpets, but surpass- 
ing all in rich display of wealth is the bazaar 
Turque, with its gems and precious stones. If 
you wander through the rose bazaar you will 
see jars of the pure ottar of rose, that perfume 
which sells at ten gold dollars per drop. In 
these bazaars you will spend hours watching the 
crowds pass by. Here comes 
THE HAREM OUT FOR A WALK, 
with a black eunuch keeping guard with a drawn 
sword; the ladies are enveloped from head to 
foot in bag-like black robes, while white silk 
masks conceal all the face but the eyes, which 
often are of wonderful brilliancy or melting 
softness as they gaze at you with a stolen 
glance on passing near, while the black robe is 
coquettishly raised, revealing the wide flowing 
Turkish trousers of rich silk or satin and the 
smallest of dainty feet, with the high, 
arched instep. Leaving the bazaars you 
will visit the mosques. Cairo has over 
500, so only two or three of the best can be de- 
scribed. The largest are 300 or 400 feet square, 
and the floors covered with rich carpets, and at 
ali hours worshipers are praying, while poor 
people resort to them to sleep and do their sew- 
ing; little children run in and out playing and 
shouting, and do not in the least seem to dis- 
turb the worshipers, and you are free to enter, 
even though you are an“ infidel dog,“ if you 
only remove your shoes. Some of the mosques 
are richly ornamented with different-colored 
marbles. In the mosque within the citadel, and 
the finest in the city, is a lattice-work inclosure, 
entered by a side door, where the harem of the 
Khedive come to pray free from the gaze of the 
multitude, Alter the mosques I visited the 
citadel on the hill, a strongly-fortified castle, 
and from which the finest view of the city is ob- 
tained. This is the fortress made famous by 
THE MASSACKE OF THE MAMALUKRES 
in 1811, one of the bloodiest deeds in tne world's 
history. Mohammed Ali was Sultan of Egypt, 
and the intrigues of the Mamalukes for power 
gave him constant trouble, and he took the 
most summary means to stop it. The Mama- 
luke leaders and their followers were invited to 
visit the city and be entertained. Promptly on 
the day theycame, glittering in their brilliant 
uniforms and mounted on. their superb Arabian 
horses, making the finest body of cavalry the 
world eversaw. After a most flattering recep- 
tion by the Sultan Ali, they were invited to ex- 
hibit their marvelous horsemanship in the 
courtyard of the citadel. With banners stream- 
ing, the proud procession entered. As the last 
rider passed the gate it suddenly closed, and 
they were caught in a trap. They saw their 
doom, but too late. A thousand muskets 
blazed a deadly fire from behind the ramparts, 
and horse and rider went down in one 
“red, writhing mass.“ Some met death 
calmly, with turbaned head bowed low and 
hands crossed on their mailed breasts in prayer; 
others galloped wildly about the narrow court, 
and, with flashing scimetar, waved defiance to 
their unseen foes. Soon the glorious cavalry 
had sank to rise no more except the proud 
leader, Emir Bey. He galloped his horse up 
over the mountains of bis dead and dying com-

The cream 
globules are poorer conductors of heat than the 
water and Caseine of the milk, hence they shrink 
more slowly upon the ie wee of cold; if, then. 
we apply cold to the milk, tae cream globules be- 
ing acted upon in a less degree than the water 
are hastened to the surface; the cream will rise 
fastest with a falling temperature; the watery por- 
tion being the most susceptibie chills first, shrinks, 
and forces the 2 to exchange places with it. 
The larger cream globules rise sooner than the 
smaller because each globule is covered with a 
coat Of caseine Which is heavier than pure butter,

Dougias, 
who has beeh styled the father of deep-setting in 
this country, pronounces it the perfection of 
deep-setting.*’ As the smith plunges the hot iron 
beneath water to cool it quickly, because water is 
a better conductor of heat than air, so the cans of 
milk are plunged beneath water, and the cooling 
process fs completed, and the requisite difference 
between the density of the cream giobules and 
watery portion of the milk is attained in the short- 
est possible time; the milk yields its cream quick- 
ly, and without the possibility of any deleterious 
etfects from impure surroundings which milk 
readily absorbs e cans are not her- 
metically sealed, as many suppose, but 
the cores Myry cover of the submerged 
vessel admi of sufficient aeration, and the puri- 
fying influence of the cold water acts fayorabiy 
upon the milk.

By warm- 
ing the water given to the cow one-fourth 
more milk would be produced, a fact 
which had been demonstrated by ac- 
tual experiment.

MR. C. C. BUELL,

10 Farm Dairy. Mr. Boies had said that he 
set milk at from 60 to 62 degrees Fahren- 
heit, but the speaker set his in a temperature 

from 55 degrees down to the freezing 
point, By this means he was enabled to set the 
milk in deep pans. The churning was done at 
60 degrees, and a marked improvement was 
shown over the product when churned at 65 
degrees. A dash churn was used, holding from 
thirty to thirty-five pounds ofeream, and churu- 
ing is done in from twenty-five to forty-five 
minutes. The critical point in butter-making 
is just when the butter and butter-milk begin 
to separate. Two or three gallons of cold, 
~ brine added to the churning at that 
moment facilitates the process and im- 
proves the condition of the butter. Pure 
salt must be used, and all salt requires sifting 
before use. Waxiness’’ in butter the speaker 
considered a conventional requirement only ac- 
quired by destruction of grain and loss of flavor, 
but where that or any other quality was re- 
quired and paid for the farmers were always 
readv to furnish it. 

The great trouble about the low-down butter, 
which constituted so large a proportion of the 
annual product, was that the smaller dairymen 
whomanufactored it did not exercise proper care 
either in handling or shipping. This was the 
kind of butter that was forwarded by the coun- 
try merchants as roll butter.“ It was 
the mission of butter-dealers to educate 
the producer into getti up a better 
article. They should make fair distinctions as 
to quality, and point out the remedies for fail- 
ures made. They must also insist that cream 
should be churned at or below 65 degrees, and 
in winter at 58 degrees. Much could be done 
by recommending cheap and convenient butter- 
workers and other implements. 

The Secretary read communications from va- 
rious Boston and New York merchants in rela- 
tion to the best modes of shippiug and handling 
butter. An attempt was made to get upa dis- 
cussion on eggs, but there was no response, 

Mr. McGlinsey, on behaif of the Committee 
on the Paris Exposition, presented the follow- 
ing:

It was explained that the cheese and 
butter men did not intend to bother very much 
about Mr. Le Duc anyhow, but proposed to 
work througn Mr. McCormick, Commissioner- 
General to the Exposition. 

The old jealousy between New York and her 
rivals on the seaboard manifested itself a little 
at this point, but all was settled happily by the 
witndrawal of the amendment, and the resolu- 
tion was adopted without a ative vote. The 
State delegations were requested to select their 
respective representatives and to report the 
names this (Friday) morning. The Convention 
then adjourned until 7:30 p. m.

BVENING SESSION, 
A GENERAL DISCUSSION. 

At the evening session there was a moderate 
attendance. The object announced was that a 
general discussion should be had on matters 
pertaining to the dairy interest generally. 

Cal. Littler said the dairy interest was of im- 
portance to all—merchants as well as farmers. 
Of the butter manufactured in America fully 88 
per cent began to deteriorate in quality from 
the moment it left the churn. He wanted to 
know if some one could not suggest a remedy 
for this and kindred evils. 

MR. G. M. WAGNER, 

of Chicago, spoke on “The relations of the 
shipper and the commission merchant, and 
their mutual interests. The leading points of 
his remarks were that there was a com- 
munity of interest between the shipper 
and the merchant, and that absolute honesty 
in their dealings was required from both. 
As a commission merchant, he held that if con- 
fideace was to be retained a check should ac- 
company every account of sales, and that there 
should be no shortages afterwards. Shippers 
should familiarize themselves with the men 
through whom they did business, and in whom 
they had to put so much trust. Unfortunate] 
this important point was much negiected, an 
the consequence Was that shippers were too 
oiten Ghepporates in the result of their ship- 
ments. They should seek out men of character 
as well as wealth, and should do business with 
no Others. The shipper, on his part, should use 
every endeavor to send in a quality of goods 
that could be depended upon ail along, and 
would find his interest in doing 60. 

MR. FRANCIS D. MOULTON 
gave.an elaborate account of the various con- 
ventions he had attended in different parts of 
the country, and said that all through the coun- 
try, from the Atlantic to the Mississippi, the 
farmers were Waking up to a consideration of 
what would tend to an improvement in the 
business of dairying and mapufaeturing butter 
and cheese. All over the country be found the 
same condition of things: good butter and pros- 
perity; bad butter and adversity. He quoted 
from a letter written by an old aairy-farmer, 
who recommended that every patron of achesss 
or Hutter factory should keep an account of the 
product of each individual cow, so that he could 
tell exactly at the end of the season which ani- 
mals were productive and profitable and which 
were not so. Each patron would then naturally 
discard the poor cows, and replace them with 
good ones, and so the whole organization would 
be benefited, and better quality of product and 
higher prices would be obtained. A pleasant 
rivaly would spring up, not only among the 
members of each factory, but between neigh- 
borhoods, and the country generally would im- 
prove in wealth and prosperity. 

The speaker gave high praise to Minois, Iowa, 
and other Western and Northwestern States. 
for the intelligence and industry of their popu- 
lation. The West bad begun to outrank the 
East, but he believed there was a class of busi- 
ness men growing up in the East who 
would realize that their ioterests and 
those of the Western States were identical. 
Intelligent enterprise and mutual help would 
crowd out the old system of spoils-getting. Un- 
der the old-time arrangement New York sat 
down looking upon the West as naturally 
tributary to her, and forgetting that other out- 
lets might be found to the sea-board than 
through the city of New York. The men who 
went into business years ago looked upon the 
West and its products as their legitimate 
plunder, which must naturally flow into their 
counting-rooms and pockets. They had over- 
looked the fact that the West was being 
peopled, not by beggars, but by men, 
and had ‘aeauiesced in a system of

MULES IN THE MINES. 
Sutro ( Nev.) Independent. 

The heat in the Sutro Tunnel for several 
thousand feet back frum the face is very con- 
siderable, rangiug from % to 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and feels all the hotter for being 
partly deprived of oxygen. At the face, where 
the men are at work, two streams of fresh air, 
generated at shaft No. 2, two miles away, and 
1,042 feet above the tunnel level, are constantly 
discharged—one from the blower, the other 
from the compressor-pipe; and, though the air 
at this point is 108 degrees Fahrenheit, the air 
is quite comfortable. 

One switch-mule is employed on each shift, 
which is used for bringing a car at a time from 
the switch—a thousand feet back—to the face 
of the header; itis then taken back with the 
loaded car to bring other empty ones forward, 
in which manner trains of fifteen or twenty 
cars are made up. This mule, from the 
time it is unhitched from the empty cars, and 
while it is waiting to be hitched up to the one 
being loaded, manages to put his nose up to the 
air-pipe, and keeps moving its bead up and 
down, in order to gét ail the air possible in the 
few minutes allowed it. 

One day last weeka manin charge of the 
switch-mule was seen coming out of the tunnel, 
in the middle of his shaft, and, on inquiry why 
he made his appearance at this unusual hour, 
he said be had to come out alter another mule 
to do the switchivg, for his regular switch-mule 
had become rebellious and utterly refused to do 
any duty. He declared the mule was standing 
in front of the air-pipe, near the face, and no 


amount of coaxing, whipping, or pulling could | 


induce it to leave, and he was compelled to start 
out after another mule, in order to permit the 
work to proceed. 

After a few hours, by sheer dint of force, the 
refractory mule was brought out, half a dozen 
men being required to pull and push it along. 
It has since been put to work on the outside, 
for it would be useless to take it in at switching 
any more, for it would repeat the same per- 
formance at each shift. 

The inteiligence ef mules is displayed ina 
remarkable degree when used underground, 
and in dangerous places, They gradually learn 
to understand every command the driver gives 
them, and in the header when the signa! “‘fire ” 
is given, they instantly wheel around, with their 
backs toward the blast. One day a mule neg- 
lected to wheel quite around, but stood at right 
angies with the tunnel, and though over 400 
feet from the face, a rock four inches in diame- 
ter struck it in the side, making an ugly wound. 
from which the intestines protruded. He had 
to be thrown on a flat car, taken out, and shot. 

A curious freak about mules is that when 
anything touches their heads they dodge; while 
touching horses’ ears makes them throw up 
their heads. For this reason horses cannot be 
used underground, for they would soon break 
theif skulls, while mules never get injured in 
that manner. 

The switch mules, when the men are eating, 
go from man to man begging for something to 
eat, and they will eat cooked meat, pies, drink 
coffee,—in fact, take anything the men have. 
One of the mules, when the men are not look- 
ing, is in the habit of upsetting the men’s lunch- 
pails and helping himself without leave. They 
have also taken to drinking ice-water, and are 
not satisfied except they get their regular al- 
lowance. 

The mutes which pull the rock-trains are driv- 
en three or four tandem, each having a torch 
upon its head, which keeps bobbing up anddown 
as they move along, and they present a very 
novel appearance as seen from a distance in the 
darkness, 

All the mules in the tunnel work eight-hour 
shifts, the same as the men. Notwithstandin 
this short duty, they rapidly wear out, and it is 
a pity to see them panting and blowing in the 
— air, with perspiration streaming from 
them. 

The mules have a cloth fastened to their 
bridles, which is put over one on before the 
emerge into daylight. This cloth is remove 
after they enter the tunnel on the return trip. 
The object is to have them reserve one good 
eye to see from, for the uncovered eye, exp osed 
to daylight, is incapable of seeing anything for 
some time after entering darkness. Whenever 
it is neglected to bandage an eye on the out- 
side, tbe mule staggers and tumbles about in 
the darkness, and refuses to go ahead. 

The mules, of course, all have their names, 
and Jane, Nell, Luce, Fan, Tom, Bill, Jack, 
Frank, are sure to be amongst the lot. One 
mule bas been facetiously christened Susan B. 
Anthony, They are great favorites with the 
miners, especially when underground, and they 
answer the call of their names, like pet dogs; 
aud, strange to say. in that heated atmosphere, 
they soon lose their proverbial tendency for 
kicking. The driver generally stands on a small 
—— in the rear of the first car, and, since 

e could not reach the mules, driven in tandem, 
with a whip, he shies small stones with the 
greatest dexterity, of which he has a good sup- 
ply before bim. 

Two trains generally follow one behind the 
other, for should an accident happen from caves, 
breaking of wheels, or of cars getting off the 
track, one driver assists the other in overcoming 
the difficulty. 

The most durable mules are those with short 
legs, large bodies, compactly built, and weighing 
about 900 pounds. © 

There are altogether about thirty mules cm- 
ployed in the Sutro Tunnel, though a greater 
number is kept on hand. 


A REMARKABLE CHARACTER. 

The story of a most remarkable character, 
who has lived the lite of a Mormon for sixty-six 
years in a dreary valicy of Pittsylvania County, 
Va., between Turkey Cock Mountain and Piney 
Peak, and who to-day, at the age of 06, retains 
nearly all the wonderful powers of his youth, 
has just come to light.

In 
ante-bellum days the influence of Akins always 
decided the elections in Pittsylvania County, 
but since the War the old man has lost his in- 
terest in things political, as weil as to some ex- 
tent in horse-racing, card-playing, and fox-hunt- 
ing, wort. the prime of his life, occupied 
much of his time. Probably the most remarka- 
ble feat of his life was accomplished in 1834, 
when be was 62 years old. He ran a race of 
eleven miles, On the country turn-pike, against 
a young man, aod easily won, making the dis- 
tance in forty-one minutes, according to a re- 
port published at the time, though the old man 
avers that it was really fifty-eight. 

Adkin’s personal appearance is very striking. 
He has a wide chest, well thrown out, and 
stands straight as an arrow. Rolling white hair 
flows down over his broad shoulders, reminding 
one strongly of “ Rip Van Winkle.” His fore- 
head broad and intellectual, his blue eyes deep- 
set, his thin, finely-curved lips firmly shut, give 
him a noble and nupressive appearance. He has 
never been sick a day, his memory continues 
strong, and his powers of endurance are but lit- 
tle abated. He attributes his long life and good 
health to out-door exercise and wholesome Sod. 
He has never been addicted to stimulants. He 
is passing his decliniag days in peaceful con- 
tentment with his sole surviving concubine, who 
is devotedly attached to him.

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FIGHTING A FLOOD.

Such a storm as raged in Sacramento on 
Wednesday and Wednesday night was never ex- 
perienced before, and nothing.but a change of 
wind prevented an overflow from the south 
side.

Men were ankle deep—some waist 
deep—in water, while the storm never ceased 
aud the waves still dashed Shovels were 
plied with astonishing rapidit¥, and sacks filed 
almost as soon as found. The wealth aud cream 
of the city shoveled dirt for the poor to carry, 
or stood in the storm and slush while some 
fellow, almost in rags, filled the sack he held 
and conveyed it to the weak spot.

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THE RESUMPTION LAW. 
The bill from the House of Representa- 
tives, passed last winter, repealing so much 
of the Resumption act as provides for re- 
deeming greenbacks in coin on the Ist of 
January next, has not yet been reported in 
the Senate. Whatever exigency existed last 
October for the passage of the bill has been 
largely removed since then, and the bill may 
wisely be left where it is without any action, 
—certainly no action at this time. 
When the Resumption act was passed, the 
country generally was in blissful ignorance 
that silver had been demonetized. The bill 
itself promised specie payments in January, 
1879, without providing how that result was 
to be accomplished. Resumption was a sen- 
timent, and it was then conceded by those’ 
who supported the law that subsequent 
legislation would be needed in order to en- 
able the law to be executed. The Resump- 
tion act was passed in January, 1875, and the 
country at that time was looking forward to 
some recovery from the distress which had 
overshadowed business from the fall of 1873. 
There was a vast amount of hopefulness in 
the country which, under the uninterrupted 
decline in the value of labor and of property, 
and the advance in the value of money, has 
been largely crushed out. This rise in 
the value of money has been general 
in all countries, but it has been specially 
aggravated in this country by the artificial 
and prospective value given to gold because 
of the suddenly-discovered demonetization 
of silver. In 1876 Germany became a pur- 
chaser, seeking $450,000,000 of gold, and in 
1877 Secretary SxaxeRMan advertised the 
world that the United States would certainly 
resume specie payments in January, 1879, 
and expected to purchase or otherwise ob- 
tain from the world's supply $300,000,000 
of gold coin. The Secretary of the Treasury, 
by his speeches, his letters, and his official 
deliverances, insisted that there should be | 
resumption on the day named, and that 
there should be resumption in gold coin. 
To redeem the gréenbacks in gold involved, 
of course, the necessity of either retiring 
the National Bank notes or the redemption 
of these notes in gold coin. 

Outside of the Treasury Department and 
of the Syndicates and Gold Ring, the at- 
tempt to enforce specie payments in gold 
coin was portentous of general ruin and 
disaster. It gave new vigor to the advance 
in the value of money; it further depreci- 
ated the value of property ; and the purpose 
to collect debts in the dear gold indicated 
as near an approach to confiscation as could 
be imagined. The demand for the remon- 
etization of silver was in tho interest of re- 
sumption. It was possible to accumulate sil- 
ver coin and impossible to accumulate gold. 
It might be possible to resume with silver 
added to our metallic money, and impossi- 
ble to do so with metallic money confined to 
gold coin. ‘To remonetize silver was, there- 
fore, to break the corner in gold, to take 
from it its exclusive use, and to appreciate 
the silver which had been so scandalously 
depreciated. To remonetize silver was to 
withdraw the United States from the market 
as a purchaser of $300,000,000 gold coin, and 
thus, by reducing the demand for gold and 
increasing that for silver, restore these 
metals to their long-established proportion- 
ate values. This done, with silver coining 
at the full capacity of the mints, the gold 
and silver coin and the legal-tender paper 
exchangeable for both, would furnish a com- 
plete currency of gold, silver, and paper, 
having a parity of value. This would be re- 
sumption, not on the basis of scarce and 
dear gold, but upon a supply of coin only 
limited by the capacity of the mints. Re- 
sumption would then be an accomplished 
fact without reference to dates. 

The coinage of silver practicably began 
yesterday.. If the law be executed as it 
should be, forty millions of dollars will be 
coined. by January next. It is not necessary 
that the Government shall have coin in its 
vaults}: to resume specie payments it is only 
necessary that there shall be sufficient coin 
in the country within reach and available, 
If the coin be in the country, the greenbacks 
will circulate at par with the coin. Should 
gold for any cause become in strong demaad 
in Europe, then silver will be needed to take 
its place. The exact course of during

$100,000,000 bonds in denominations of $25, 
$50, and $100, running fifty years and draw-

This bil! was in- 
troduced before any definite plan for a 
postal-savings system had been formulated, 
and was intended to recognize the popular 
demand for some Government security which 
would provide an investment for savings in 
small amounts. The project does not fully 
meet the necessities of the country, inas- 
much as the bond is necessarily a permanent 
investment and because there is no provision 
for the safe-keeping of amounts under 
$25; nevertheless, there would be im- 
proved facilities under the operation of 
the bill for ‘investments in Government 
securities by providing for direct subscrip- 
tions in lawful money, by making the 
National Banks keep the bonds on sale and 
pay the interest coupons without charge, and 
by issuing the bonds in denominations as 
low as $25. This law will be superfluous, 
perhaps, if the Postal-Savings Dill, now in a 
very fair shape before one of the House 
committees, shall be passed, but it will be a 
decided improvement over the present con- 
tracted system for the sale of 4 cent bonds, 
in case the postal-saving system be not 
adopted, and probably it will not interfere 
with that system in any event. The temper 
of the House on the postal-savings facilities 
in connection with a long 4 per cent bond, 
and the progress which this proposition has 
made in Committee, will probably determine 
whether or not the WaLLAc bill will be 
favorably considered in the House. 

The provisions of the postal-savings scheme 
most likely to be adopted in the House of 
Representatives are, in brief, as follows: 
Authority to receive deposits not under 25 
cents at all money-order post-offices in the 
United States; the issuing of a postal-order 
without charge when the deposit shall have 
reached a certain amount, say 85; allowance 
of interest on these orders at the rate of 3 
per cent per annum ; the privilege of con- 
verting the Treasury postal-orders or open- 
accounts into certificates of deposits, or postal- 
bonds, in amounts of $10 or multiples 
thereof, which shall draw 3.65 per cent in- 
terest fora brief term of years, and which 
shall be redeemable in lawful money at their 
face and accrued interest at all times; and, 
finally, a conversion of said certificates at 
the depositor’s option during a term of 
years, and thereafter at the option of 
the Government, into long 4 per cent 
bonds. In making this statement of 
the probable character of the postal- 
savings system, we have not followed 
any one of the bills prepared to meet the 
case, but have outlined the general features 
of the measure most likely to be adopted in 
the end. In this scheme, it will be noticed, 
there are several advantages for savings de- 
positors, The Government assumes the 
safe-keeping of very small amounts (any 
sum not less than 25 cents), allows interest 
on small amounts, encourages the accumula- 
tion of deposits and investment in bonds by 
a higher rate of interest, and does not exact 
a permanent investment of the moneys in 
bonds redeemable at the ena of a long term 
of years till the depositors have had the full 
benefit of the safe-keeping of their moneys 
subject to call for several years, nor without 
giving them the option of withdrawing their 
money if they desire to do so. There will 
probably be a limit of individual deposits 
subject to withdrawal to something like 
$1,000, when the deposit will become con- 
vertible into the 4 per cent bonds. 

Senator Watiace’s bill does not provide 
such general and convenient facilities as the 
other measures, which will probably come 
before the House for discussion before very 
long, but we do not know that it would hin- 
der the passage or embarrass the operation 
of the Postal-Savings bill; if not, then there 
is no objection to it, and it will probably 
pass the House. It provides for the reissue 
of the legal-tenders received for the long 
bonds by the purchase of coin for the re- 
demption of outstanding bonds bearing the 
highest rates of interest and subject to Gov- 
ernment call. There is no doubt that the 
proposed bonds would find a ready market, 
and their issue would be profitable to the 
Government, at the present rating of green- 
backs, in the saving of interest on bonds 
that may now be redeemed with the pro- 
coeds of the sale of the new bonds. Indeed, 
it isa question whether some limit should 
not be placed to the individual purchase of 
the new bonds in order to guard against the 
contingency that the capitalists may seek to 
take them in large quantities, which would 
defeat the purpose of making them a special 
accommodation for small investments. 


THE SILVER BILL IN BOSTON. 
The Boston Heruld followed up the pas- 
sage of the Silver bill by making an an- 
nouncement like this : 


We learn, from an authentic source, that within 
two days from the passage of the Silver bill, $15, - 
000 was forwarded through a single channel, by 
mechanics and Jaboring men of this city, to be in- 
vested in British cocsols. The money was obtained 
by the sale of United States bonds and the with- 
drawals of deposits from banks and savings banks. 
Oae of the mech ice remarked to the agent 
through whom he changed his investment that, 
when a Government had shown such a disposition 
of injustice and ayn ony Ag had been shown by 
the passage of the Silver bill, there was no tclling 
what next might happen, and he preiecrred“%o have 
his money where ite value would not be liabie to 
further reduction by act of Congress. 


In the first place, omitting comment on 
the improbability that such a thing occurred 
at all, and assuming the fact to be as stated, 
it does not argue very strongly for the intel- 
ligence of the proceeding. It speaks very 
poorly of the fairness and honesty of the 
way in which the Silver bill has been dis- 
cussed by the Boston press: We can under- 
stand very well that men who have their 
savings on deposit in savings banks, and wit- 
nessing the almost daily collapse of such 
institutions, should draw out their money 
and invest it in permanent securities. If 
there were any mechanic who put credence 
in the statements of the Boston Herald and 
other papers, that the passage of the Silver 
bill would reduce the value of Government 
bonds to that of “90-cent” dol- 
lars, the interest being also paid 
in the debased coin, it is proba- 
bie that the ‘‘mechanic” who sold out 
his bonds, and invested in British consols, 
has reached the conclusion by this time that 
he acted with great stapidity, not only in 
sending his money to England, but particu- 
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publishing the silly stories like the one 
we have quoted, of imaginary mechanics 


ing the Silver bill, and render them a great 
public service. All it has to say is that all 
the indebtedness, public and private, in the 
United States, except where otherwise spe- 
cifically provided, was contracted with silver 
and gold full legal-tenders in the United 
States; that, unknown to the country, un- 
known even to the Boston newspapers, the 
silver dollar was demonetized fraudulently 
in 1874; and that the Silver bill recently 
passed provided only to restore the silver 
dollars, legally and in every other respect, to 
what they were before the fraudulent de- 
monetization in 1873.74. Let the Herald 
add that the holders of public and private 
debts have every right, legal and moral, now 
that they had in 1873, except that 371} 
grains of pure silver would buy more prop- 
erty in 1873 than would the gold dollar, and 
that it will buy more property in 1878 than 
either it or the gold dollar would have pur- 
chased in 1873. Now that the Silver bill is 
a law, would it not be better for the Boston 
Herald to marry the girl and say nothing 
more about it?

‘THE NEW MAP OF EUROPE. 

It was inevitable that the allies of Russia 
should profit by her victory, and—in some 
instances at least—people will not regret 
that this isso. Servia will extend her bor- | 
ders to the south and southwest into Bosnia 
and Old Servia, taking Sienitza, Novi Bazar, 
and Wranja and Nisch, and obtain her in- 
dependence. The Serbs in the day of 
Srzpuzen Dosgax might have founded a 
virile and enduring empire on the ruins of 
the Byzantine Power, but, with the defeat of 
King Lascants at Kossova, the downfall of 
Servia and the ascendency of the Osmanlis 
were assured. In modern times the Serbs 
have shown courage, coupled with cruelty, 
in the insurrections led by Kana Gronda 
and Mriosca Osgrenovitcu, but during the 
late war their conduct has been far from , 
heroic. Only Russian gold brought them 
into the field, and only Russian leaders, 
prodigal of their own lives, could keep them 
there; ani, after being soundly thrashed by 
the Turks in 1876, the subjects of Prince 
Muiuan played during the campaign of 1877 
almost as contemptible and cowardly a part 
as did those of King Groraz of Greece, for 
not till the Suitan’s power was crushed be- 
yond peradventure did their often mobil- 
ized army venture over the frontier. There 
may be the germs of national greatness in 
the Servian race, but their turbulence and 
failure thus far to display any remarkable 
talent for self-government forbid us to en- 
tertain any very sauguine hopes that the 
new Kingdom will take a prominent part in 
the history and politics of Eastern Europe. 

It is different with Roumania. This Prin- 
cipality cast in her lot with the Ozar at the 
outset, and proved a stanch and valuable 
ally. In the assaults upon Plevna the de- 
scendants of the colonists whom Trazan 
planted nearly eighteen hundred years ago, 
in the pleasant land whence by fire, stéel, 
and poison he had driven the Dacians, were 
no less headlong and tenacious than the 
picked soldiers of Sxope.err’s forces. The 
Roumanians have retained the organizing 
capacity of their Latin ancestors, and proved 
themselves capable of submitting peacefully 
to a good Government as well as peaceably 
overturning a bad one. Their railroad sys- 
tem is well advanced. A Western Prince 
occupies the throne. The country is one of 
great natural wealth, and it will be singular, 
indeed, if the new Kingdom does not in the 
future make a respectable showing in the 
Orient. It may be an important factor in 
future calculations, being a Latin nation 
with a Teutonic sovereign, and having com- 
mercial relations of importance with En- 
gland, should its people treasure up against 
Russia their undoubted grievance concerning 
the proposed forced exchange of Bessarabia 
for the less desirable Dobrudscha. 

Little Montenegro—the black Tcherna- 
gora to which Tznnyson last year addressed 
a fine sonnet—will obtain from the Porte a 
formal admission of that independence 
which in reality she has maintained during 
the five centuries of Turkish dominion in 
Europe. Waves of Ottoman invasion have 
at times swept over the Black Mountain, and 
so recently as 1852 (when, on the death of 
Pran Prrnovic, the last of the line of Vla- 
dikas, or Prince-Bishops, founded in 1697 by 
Prrrovic Nyecos, Danizo I. abandoned the 
spiritual functions and title, declared him- 
self Hospodar, and ostentatiously threw off 
the fiction of dependeney upon Turkey), but 
for the interference of Austria and the other 
European Powers, the gallant little Princ- 
pality would have been overwhelmed and 
blotted out. But never has Montenegro 
given ground, and whether Turkey was em- 
broiled in war, or harassed by insurrection, 
or the Montenegrins had to engage her sin- 
gle-handed, they have never shrunk back 
from fighting, as indeed befitted a people 
where every man is a warrior and the right 
of suffrage depends upon the bearing of 
arms. With a gain of territory towards 
Podgoritza and Antivari on the south and 
Nicsio on the north, she will doubtless 
acquire a seaport and that communication 
with the outer world she has lacked when 
shut out from the Adriatic by the narrow 
belt of Turkish and Austrian strand. 

Besides these three independent States, a 
new and powerful semi-independent Prin- 
eipality will be added to the map, and make 
the Turkey in Europe of our children’s 
school-days very different from that in our 
atlases of a few years ago. The western 
boundary of the new Principality of Bul- 
garia, as defined in the treaty, follows the 
Servian frontier, thence past Mitrovitza and 
Wranja to the headquarters of the Karasu, 
following its course to its mouth at Contessa 
or Rendina Gulf on the Archipelago. Thence 
the line sweeps along the coast to Yenidge, 
halfway between Kawala and Dedeagh, 
whence it strikes abruptly northeast to 
Tehirmen, a short distance northwest of 


Adrianople, past which latter city it sweeps 


ern, with the Capital at Sofia. 


According to the armistice bases, a Prince 
is to be elected for this new tributary of the 
Porte by a convention of Bulgarian notables, 
their choice being subject to the approval of 
Europe. Not alone will a Russian Commis- 
sion supervise the workings of the new Gov- 
emfffient till the middle of 1880, and until 
the same period a strong Russian force gar- 
rison the Principality, but Russia has now 
begun to organize the militia on the Russian 
system and under Russian officers, and the 
Czar has a candidate in training for the 
throne. This is the Prince of Barrensena, 
son of the Czarina’s brother, Amn of 
Hesse, by his morganatic union with one of 
her maids of honor, the Countess von 
Haovckss. As it is farther in contemplation 
to marry this candidate with the Ozar’s 16- 
year-old niece, issue of the morganatic 
union of his sister, the Grand Duchess 
Manre-Nicotazvya, with Count Grecory 
Strroconorr, it will be seen that his accssion 
to the Bulgarian throne would mean the 
Russianizing of the new Principality. 

And yet the Bulgarians are not of the 
Slavonic race, though claimed by the Pansla- 
vists, being members of the Ugrian branch 
of the Finns, driven in 559 from the Town 
of Bolgaris on the Volga (whence their 
name) to cross the Danube and settle on both 
sides of the Balkan range. They have a 
Balgarian Church, independent of the Greek 
Church, that they succeeded in having re- 
vived in 1870, after it had been crushed by 
the Porte at the instigation of the Patriarchs 
of Constantinople (the Greeks and Bulgars 
having been immemorial and rancorous foes 
for over a century). This revival, with the 
revival of the long-prohibited Bulgarian lan- 
guage and the almost American rapidity with 
which—since in 1850 the native merchants 
of Philippopolis set themselves to rekindle 
the fire of national spirit—education has 
spread among the people, may well inspire a 
hope that if the new Principality does not 
develop into a warlike Power, such as that 
which towards the close of the ninth cen- 
tury, under King Sntrox, shook the gates of 
Constantinople and imposed terms of peace 
on the Greek Emperor, it may provea vig- 
orous, prosperous, and well-ordered nation, 
and play a leading part in the regeneration 
of the long-abused Orient.

TIMBER-LAND ROBBERIES. 

The history of the Pine-Log bill, which 
the President has just returned to Congress 
without his approval, is curious and instruct- 
ive. It was avowedly designed to protect 
the interests of certain persons accused of 
stealing timber from the Government lands. 
The protection intended to be procured by it 
was two-fold—first as against past offenses, 
and, secondly, as a cover and authorization 
of future depredations. The provisions of 
the bill were sufficiently sweeping. It di- 
rected the holding of special terms of the 
United States Courts near the alleged situs 
of the robberies, and the advancement of 
these cases on the calendar to secure their 
speedy adjudication. The President, in his 
veto message, objected to the bill because it 
did not leave the Government time to pre- 
pare for the trials thus summarily ordered, 
and because no appropriations had been 
made to meet the extra expense that would 
thereby be incurred. Another and more im- 
portant objection was that it would be im- 
possible to obtain unprejudiced juries in the 
neighborhoods where the robberies had 
been committed. These neighborhoods 
are, for the most sparsely set- 
tled, and almost the entire population 
in them is interested in the fruits 
of the robberies. The removal of the Courts 
that were to try the causes into the timber- 
regions would be virtually sending the Judges 
into the dens of the robbers, and constitut- 
ing a jury out of the persons to be tried. 
This would be a change of venue with a 
vengeance—not unlike, perhaps, in its prac- 
tical results, other changes of venue that 
haye been granted, but in its formal details 
absolutely without precedent. 

The timber depredations have continued 
for along term of years, and have resulted 
in an enormous loss to the Government. 
Timber-lands in the West are not subject, as 
arable lands are, to the Homestead or Pre- 
emption acts. There is no law providing for 
the sale of the timber. The settler must 
take it, or buy it from others who have taken 
it, without authority of law. In practice, 
the settlers have generally bought from 
companies engaged in cutting timber 
from Government lands. The object of 
Secretary Scuunz. hes been to fine 
these companies a part of the profits 
they have derived from their sales. 
Prosecutions have seldom or never been di- 
rected against individuals. Some issue of 
this kind had to be made in order to set the 
matter fairly before Congress and secure 
such amendment of the laws as might seem 
to be necessary. If the privilege of cutting 
timber on Government lands were not valua- 
ble, companies would not be organized, as 
they have been in nearly every Western 
State and Territory, to carry on this trade. 
The timber companies organized in connec- 
tion with the Southern Pacific Railway have 
doubled and trebled their original capital in 
a few years, and it is said a similar company 
is now at work, without the authority of law, 
in connection with the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, furnishing that alien corporation with 
abundant supplies of timber taken from Gov- 
ernment lands. The privilege being thus 
valuable, there seems to be no reason why 
the companies should enjoy it without pay- 
ing for it. If the value of the lands is di- 
minished, as it undoubtedly is, by the re- 
moval of the timber, the Government ought 
to have sufficient compensation for the dam- 
age done its property. This damage can be 
best ascertained by the Secretary of the In- 
terior ; or, in case of dispute, by the courts 
sitting in their ordinary places,

Having labored for many months 
to destroy Western credit, it now adds: 


The great free West,! tive of former party 
affiliations, is now enthusiastic in the support of 
the doctrine that the chief end of statesmansbip is 
to debase the coinage, to swindle all creditors, and 
to inflate the currency. Itisthe manifest duty of 
the West to add to its platform a deciaration that 
every citizen has a right to be a counterfeiter. 


A striking case of the dishonest ten- 
dency of the West is furnished by a bill re- 
ported favorably in the Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture on the 6th. It is a bill authorizing 
counties, cities, towns, and villages in that 
State, which have outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness, whenever any of their bonds fall 
due, to issue. new bonds in exchange for 
such portion of the old ones that they do 
not pay; in case the holders of the bonds 
falling due will not accept the new bonds, 
then the municipality is authorized to issue 
new twenty-year bonds, and offer them for 
sale to the highest bidder at not less than 
par, and at the lowest rate of mterest, the 
bonds to be issued in sums ranging from $25 
to $100 each; and the proceeds are to be 
applied to paying the principal of the old 
bonds. This bill will probably become a law 
within thirty days. The reader will fail to 
discover any evidences of dishonesty in this 
measure. According to the New York Tunes, 
the Legislature should, to be consistent, vote 
an authority to the municipalities to refuse 
any further payment of the outstanding in- 
debtedness, and deny them the right to issue 
any new bonds. The people of Wisconsin 
voted unanimously for the Silver bill, but, 
nevertheless, they propose to pay all their 
debts, and it is more than likely that they 
will be able to dispose of at home in their 
own communities all the new, low-interest, 
twenty-year bonds of small denominations. 
They are now paying from 7 to 9 per cent 
interest to the gentlemen Down East who 
wanted to be paid in gold. All these new 
bonds will probably be taken at home at 5 
or 6 per cent, and the people of the State 
will own the entire local debt. That is the 
way the ‘‘dishonest” people of the West 
propose to deal with their Eastern creditors. 
The threat that the West shall borrow no 
more money at the East will be met by the 
people of Wisconsin under this bill; they 
will stop paying 8 or 9 per cent interest, to 
be sent East, and will hold the new loan 
themselves. We forgot to say that the bill 
further provides that any person holding 
bonds not yet due may surrender them at 
any time in exchange for the new bonds, 
and the new bonds will have a ready market 


at home.

provements, together with the estimates of the 
necessary amounts of appropriations for carry- 
ing them forward to completion. The bill also 
authorizes a preliminary report to be made 
of the estimates for closing such out- 
lets of the river and such crevasses in 
the levees as may be necessary in the judgment 
of the Commission to partially secure the 
objects of the general system, the works to be 
devised and periected subsequently; and if 
such plans and estimates are approved by the 
President of the United States, then the 
tary of War is to cause the immediate construc- 
tion of such works under the supervision of the 
Commission, in such manner as may be deemed 
most speedy and economical. The of the 
President of the Commission is fixed at $6,000 
annum, and those of the four Assistant

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 
TUR TALE Of A PHILANTHROPIST. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 7.—The House 
Committee on Agriculture to-day resumed eon- 
sideration of the bill relative to crucity to ani- 
mals. Prince, of Worcestcr, Mass., a protes- 
sional philanthropist, makes some rather sensa- 
tional statements as to the cruelties practiced in 
Chicago. He denounced the provisions of the 
bill relating to palace cars, stating that in a re- 
cent trip to Chicago he convinced himself of 
their worthiessness. Dealers told him that 
stock was sold for 25 cents a hundred less for 
being carried on these cars. The following par- 
agraph from Prince’s statement may possess in- 
terest in Chicago. He said: 

I have seen cattle that have been forty hours on the 
railroad without water at the Chicago Stock- Yards 
permitted to stand st hours longer without being 
watered. The owners stated that they would not 
water the cattle until they found out whether 
they could sell them, aud John Sherman. in charge 
of the Stock- Yards, whose attention I called to it, 
said that it was none of his businces. 

. Prince claimed to have traveled from Chicago 
to Boston fifty times over different routes to 
study cruelty practiced upon cattle. He says 
they are allowed 

BUT TWO AND ONE-HALF POUNDS OF HAY, 
some of which is scattered, while fourteen 
pounds is the ration for an army horse. Some- 
times they are aliowed to go without water for 
forty hours, and are then filled up suddenly, so 
that they weigh 100 pounds-more. The buai- 
ness of vattle transportation was mainly in the 
‘hands, he said, of persons who had vo con- 
science. The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Road did its business in a humane manner. 
They will not take stock if they cannot get it 
through in six hours, aud 

HAVE GOOD FEEDING-YARDS 

at Burlington. Many shippers go by the North- 
western Koad because that Company promises 
to rush the stock through without stopping it. 
The cattle are burried through to Chicago where 
extravagant prices are charged for food. The 
New York Central is the most arbitrary road. 
It does not aliow owners to feed their own 
stock, and charges $2 a car for straw to bed 
hogs.

SILVER AND RESUMPTION. 
WILL THE REPEAL OF THE RESUMPTION ACT 
PREVENT SILVER FROM CIRCULATING!—aN 

INTERVIEW WITH SENATOR ALLISON. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasurtreton, D. C., March 5.—The most im- 
portant measure before Congress is the bill to 
repeal the Resumption act, which has passed 
the House, and is now under consideration in 
the Finance Committee of the Senate. The 
foremost supporters of the remonetization of 
silver are of opinion that the repeal of the Re- 
sumption act would prevent the silver dollar 
from circulating in the current money of the 
country. It appears from the interview which 
follows that Senator Allison, of Iowa, after 
whom the Silver bill that passed is properly 
named, is of that opinion. 

“If the Resumption act is to be repealed,’’ 
inquired Tus Tano representative, ‘‘ how 
can paper be kept ata perfect level with coin 
silver ! 

“If the Resumption act is repealed, and pa- 
per is not redeemed in coin, of course it will 
fall below the level of silver.“ 

“If it cannot be keot at such equal value, 
wilt silver then circulate any more than gold 
has done!“ 

“Of course, if paper depreciates below silver. 
the silver will not go into circulation any more 
than gold.“ 

‘Would not, under such circumstances, the 
repeal of the act nullify the good hoped for from 
remonetization?”’ 

Should the Resumption act be repealed and 
the date of resumption postponed inucinitely, 
silver wouldn’t go into circulation, and then 
there would be no addition to the volume of 
circulating money, and the coin silver would 
accumulate in the Treasury, or else be sold as 
bullion, save to the extent that it would be 
required for the payment of duties.“ 

How, in short, will the siiver circulate as 
money among the people, reinforce the paper 
currency, put au end to contraction and falling 
markets, if the Resumption act is to be re- 


pealed?’’ 
WILL NOT CIRCULATE. 

It will not do so. Silver will not circulate, 
neither will it reinforce the paper money, nor 
will it put an end to contraction or falling mar- 
kets, uniess resumption is to be indefinitely 
postponed. In that event, commodities will 
arrange themselves according to the volume of 

per mouey in circulation.“ 

* When the Resumption act is repealed, will 
not greevbacks uecessarily decline, and keep 
below the coin standard until they can be re 
deemed 

„Of course they will. If the Resumption act 
is repealed, greenbacks will keep below coin 
unless convertible into coin.

HOW TO KEEP COIN IM CIRCULATION. 

“Inthe light of these suggestions, can the 
silver men alford to drive silver out of circula- 
tion by repealing the Resumption act!“ 

Ik it is desirable to keep silver in circulation, 
the Resumption act must be kept steadily in 
in view aud at the earliest date. Of course the 
time when resumption can actually take place 
depends upon the amount of coin available for 
that purpose, aud that quantity must be suffi- 
cient to make it apparent that the volume of 
paper in circulation will be redeemed if pro- 
sented. In otber words, resumption cannot 
begin and continue unless there is a reserve in 
coin sufficient to redeem all the greenback notes 
atthe Treasury on presentation. With both 
silver and gold in circulation, it is not likely 
that the amount of coin réquired would be so 
great as if resumption were to take place wholly 
ona gold basis. The remonetization of silver 
will aid tne Treasury very greatly in beginning 
and maintaining resumption.”’ 

„And what ut the date of resumption?”’ 

“The postponement of the date of resump- 
tion is one thing, and the repeal of the Resump- 
tion act, which would destroy the machinery in 
the hands of the Sccretary of the Treasury, is 
another thing. 

A MBRE POSTPONEMENT OF THE DATE 

of resumption would not be likely to change 
materially the present difference between coin 
and paper; whereas, the repeal of the Resump- 
tion act, which would make it impossible for 
the Secretary of the Treasury to accumulate 
coin, would most jikely have the effect to con- 
siderably advance the premium on gold, and 
also the premium upon coin silver, and thus 
keep both gold and silver out of circulation. If 
free banking should continue without the pre- 
vious retiring of the greeubacks as bank notes 
2 issued, then there would be an expansion of 
the paper circulation, and great uncertainties in 
values and fluctuation in prices would result. 
Ine repeal of the Resumption act, I say, is one 
thing, but the repeal of the date clause is an- 
other. The latter course would leave the ma- 
chinery of resumption entirely in the hands of 
the Secretary.“ 

That was as far as Senator Allison cared to 
— himself. Being a member of the Com- 
mittee on Finance, which now has under con- 
sideration the House bill to repeal the Resump- 
tiou act, Mr. Allison does not, of course, feel at 
liberty to express his views as own vote, 
or the probabie action of that Committee; but 
from a general canvass of the opinions of mem- 
bers of that Committee, as nearly as such a 
canvass can be made, it is understood that 
Senator Allison does not think that it would be 
wise to repeal the Resumption act and destroy 
the entire machinery of resumption; still he

Orrawa, Ont., March 7,—The official. Assign- 
ee’s statement in the matter of E. McGillivay, 
wholesale grocer and lumber merchant, insolv- 
ent, shows the total liabilities to be $682,471. 
The direct liabilities are $39,088, and the inai- 
rect liabilities are as follows: The Ontario Bank, 
$1,020; the Bank of Montreal, $66,000; the 
Quebec Nationai, $115,000; the Merchants’ Bank 
of Canada, $210,699; the Quebec Bank, $171,000; 
the Union Bank of Lower Canada, $29,663; 
total, $648,882. The liability to banks is nearly 
all indorsations. The makers of the notes 
have placed very large and valuable collateral 


security with them. 

A return of Russian ships, both of men-of- 
war and merchantmen, in Canadian waters, has 
been asked for by the Imperial Government, and 
supplied by the Government of the Dominion.

ANCE REFORM SOCIETY 
cannot be said to be an unparalleled success, if one 
might judge from the proceedings yesterday, at the 
meeting in the ball No. 13 South Halsted street, 
which was called to order at 2 o'clock by the 
President, John Rapp. At the previous meeting. 
a committee af three had been appointed to wait 
upon Peter Fortune, who was believed to 
have made a fortune in brewing malt 
liquors, to request him to act as 
Treasurer of the Society. Thie Committee report- 
ed that Mr. Fortune had given his consent to act in 
this capacity, and as he was present he was elected 
in due form to the responsible position. He made 
a brief speech. 

To explain the future proceedings of this re- 
markable meeting it will necessary to go:back 
and give an outline of the origin of the Society.
